Scries of 1902. 

UQUOB LICENSE ORDINANCE. 

The City Council of Clay City do or- 
dain as follow s : 

Sec. 1. No person or person* thai! sell 
any spirituous, vinous or malt liquors 
w ithin the tow n of Clay City without 
first obtaining a license the efor from 
the City Council thereof, application 
for w hich ItodtM shall be made in w rit- 
ing to the clerk of the Council at least 
five days before the granting of said li- 
cense. 

Sec. 2. The sum to tie paid each year 
that such license may be granted shall 
be as follows : 

For Pcense to keep a saloon the sum 
$1,000 per annum ; for license to mer- 
chants to sell such liquors who sell by 
the quart, the sum of fl.OtXl; for licetiM- 
to druggists to sell liquors in quanti- 
ties nut leaal than a quart, the sum of 
$1,UUU; for license to sell ale, beer or 
porter by the wholesale in quantities 
not less than five gallons, including all 
agents, the sum of $1 ,UC0. 

Sec. y The license mentioned atuive 
to merchants and druggists shall not 
authorize the sale by them of such liq- 
uors in quantities less than a qiiai t. and 
the liquors so sold shall u< t Le drunk 
on the premises, or upon premises 
adjacent thereto. 

Sec. 4. Any person who shall violate 
the provisions of this article by selling 
within said city any spirituous, vinous 
or malt liquors w ithout first obtaining 
the license or licenses required to lie 
obtain<-d by this ordinance shall lie fin- 
ed in any sum not less than )M nor 
more than f 100, and each and every sale 
of such liquors or any oftheui, without 
Hrst obtaining the license therefor, 
shall be deemed and held to be a separ- 
ate ohViiM\ 

Sec. .V The City Council shall have 
full power, right and authority to re- 
fuse to grant any license provided fir 
herein, when, in its discretion, theCoun- 
ei] considers the applicant an unsuita- 
ble person to receive Mime, or that the 
granting of MBM will be injurious to 
the peace or k°od morals of the city, 
and it shall have like power, right and 
authority to annul, revoke or suspend 
Mich license and the privileges there- 
under w henever the licensee >eps n 
disorderly place, or. w henever, for any 
reason, the City Council in its discre- 
tion deems such action necessary or 
proper in order to preserve the peace, 
good order or good morals of the city, 
of w hich necessity and propriety the 
Council shall be the exclusive judges 

lee. I. The license or licenses grant- 
ed or issued under t is ordinance shall 
indicate Lhe street and house in which 
the liquor shall he sold, and said license 
shall not authorize the sale of liquor in 
any other house, nor shall it l e trans- 
ferred or assigned to any oth r person, 
provided, however, the City Council 
may, in its discret on, and upon such 
terms and conditions us it may fix . con- 
sent to a change i f local io i or assign- 
ment of licenses. 

Sec. 7. The licenses hereby a thoriz- 
ed shall be in writing and issu d b\ the 
clerk of the City Council, but only up- 
on express order of the Bo rd enl. red 
upon its journal of proce d ugs. and 
not then until the applicant shall have 
paid to said clerk or the City Treasurer, 
the license fee hereinbefo e tixed. and 
the clerk's fee for issuing same, which 
is fixed at f 1.00. And said license shall 
not authorize tJie sale of such liquors 
until the applicant rh 11 have obtained 
license from the (U unty Court of PoW« 
county as required by law. Said li- 
cense may tix the terms and eruditions 
under which it may la* exercised. 

See. 8. Any person holding a mer- 
chant's or druggist's license a- above 
explained who shall sell any of said li- 
quors in quantities less than u quart, or 
any liquors to be drunk on the premis- 
es, or adjacent premises, or otherwise 
than as permitted in said 1 cense I, shall 
he deemed guilty of a violation of this 
ordinance, and for each offense shall be 
lined not less than twenty nor more 
than one hundred dollars. 

Sec. 0 This ordinance shall be in ef- 
fect and Torce from and after its pub- 
lication.
